Hereafter  the  number  of  departments  will  be  120  as  Aylmer  having  b 
a  town  appoints  its  own  Inspector  who  Mrill  report  to  the  Public  School  Board 
for  the  town. 

In  some  some  parts  of  the  country  the  sections  are  badly  laid  out.  There 
appears  to  be  no  uniformity  in  size  or  shape.  In  some  cases  children  have  to 
go  3  to  4  miles  to  reach  a  school  house.  The  result  is  that  some  of  these 
children  grow  up  to  manhood  without  being  able  to  read  or  write. 

The  only  remedy  is  that  Township  Councils  should  rearrange  the  sections, 
or  that  Township  Boards  of  Trustees  be  established. 

Generally  the  school  houses  are  comfortable.  There  are  only  two  or 
three  cases  where  trustees  have  not  made  provision  for  suitable  accommodation 

where  it  is  needed. 

"  Arbor  Day,"  the  first  Friday  in  May,  was  generally  observed  ;     hou 
and  yards  were  cleaned,  and  740  shade   trees,  flowering    plants    and    shrubs 
were  set  out. 

TEACHERS — THEIR    CERTIFICATES    AND    SALARIES. 

Of  the  127  teachers  there  were  56  males  and  71  females.     One  held  a  first 
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class  certificate,  45  second-class,  80  third-class,  and  one  an  Old  Country  Board 
second-class. 

The  total  annual  salary  of  male  teachers  was  $23,075,  being  an  average 
salary  of  $412,  an  increase  of  $8  over  last  year's  report.  The  highest  palarj 
paid  a  male  teacher  was  $600,  and  the  lowest  $250.  The  total  salary  of  female 
teachers  was  $22,535,  being  an  average  for  each  of  rather  more  than  $317, 
being  an  increase  of  $5  over  last  year's  report.  The  highest  salary  paid  a 
female  teacher  was  $400,  and  the  lowest  $180. 

Of  the  127  teachers  41  have  attended  a  Normal  School.  This  number  will 
be  largely  increased  in  the  next  report  as  many  of  the  Elgin  teachers  were  at 
a  normal  school  last  session  and  some  are  attending  now.  This  indicates 
more  permanency  in  the  profession  of  teaching,  and  in  the  future  a  more  ex- 
perienced class  of  teachers. 

SCHOOL  POPULATION,    ATTENDANCE,    CLASSIFICATION,    ETC. 

The  total  number  of  persons  between  the  ages  of  5  and  21  reported  as 
residing  in  the  County  December  31st,  1886  was  9,120.  The  total  number 
whose  names  were  entered  on  the  registers  was  8,249.  Of  these  there  were 
4,368  boys  and  3,881  girls.  The  total  average  a  ttendance  was  3,828  or  some- 
what more  than  46  per  cent.,  snowing  a  slight  improvement  over  the  last 
report. 

The  number  of  children  between  the  ages  of  7  and  13  inclusive  who  did  not 
attend  any  school  during  1886  was  49. 

My  report  of  last  year  showed  that  there  were  97  of  this  class. 

The  number  of  this  age  who  attended  less  than  100  days  as  required  by  the 
school  law  was  1801.     My  last  report  gave  1705  in  this  class  for  1885.

Gradually  public  schools  are  becoming  better  equipped  with  the  simple 
apparatus  required  by  the   regulations. 
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Several  school  libraries  have  been  established  since  my  last  report. 

A  teaeher  can  do  his  pupils  or  community  no  greater  good  than  to  de 
velop  in  them  a  taste,  a  love  for  good  reading.  A  good  school  library  is  of 
incalculable  value  to  him  in  doing  this. 

EXAMINATIONS,      PRIZES,    VISITS,    ETC. 

There  were  75  public  examinations  held  during  188b'.  The  regulations 
required  that  there  should  have  been  254. 

We  held  two  promotion  examinations  during  the  year.  The  first  in  May 
and  the  second  in  November.  These  examinations  are  uniform  throughouc 
the  county,  all  schools  holding  them  at  the  same  time.  We  hope  that  both 
pupils  and  teachers  will  derive  assistance  from  them.  Pupils  will  not  be  pro- 
moted too  soon  nor  waste  their  time  by  not  being  promoted.  Teachers  will  be 
guided  in  promoting,  and  influenced  perhaps  in  their  te  ching  by  the  papers 
set  at  the  examinations.  They  wid  act  as  a  healthy  stimulus  to  both  pupil 
and  teacher. 

Prizes  were  given  in  26'  schools. 

There  were  313  visits  made  by  trustees  and  786  other   visits. 

INSPECTION. 

During  the  year  I. made  271  visits,  this  being  17  more  than  two  to  each 
school  room  in  the  county. 

While  in  a  school  room  I  spend  my  time  in  hearing  and  seeing  teaching 
teaching  classes  myself  and  examining  into  progress  made  by  pupils  in 
dividually. 

The  Elgin  Teachers'  Association  held  two  meetings  duricg  the  year.  Our 
Associations  are  always  well  attended.  Teachers,  without  exception,  appear 
anxious  to  avail  themselves  of  every  opportnnity  of  better  fitting  themselves 
for  the  duties  of  the  school  room. 

If  in  this  report  I  have  omitted  anything  you  may  wish  to  have  laid  before 
you  I  shall  be  glad  to  furnish  it  if  in  my  power. 

In  conclusion  I  wish  to  express  my  thanks  to  the  trustees  and  teachers  and 
friends  of  Education  generally  for  their  kind  co  operation  with  me  in  the 
public  school  work  of  this  county.

To  the  County  Council  of  the  County  of  Elgin  : 

I  beg  to  report  that  the  bridges  under  your  jurisdiction  throughout  the 
county  with  the  exceptions  are  in  a  fair  state  of  repair, 

I  have  attended  to  all  work  recommended  by  ycur  honorable  body  at  your 
January  session. 

The  bridge  over  Kettle  creek  on  the  Talbot  road  between  the  city  and 
county  requires  a  new  abutment  at  the  west  end.  I  have  ordered  cedar  piles 
for  same  and  as  soon  as  they  arrive  will  have  the  work  done. 

I  was  notified  by  the  Township  of  South  Dorchester  that  the  bridge  over 
Catfish  creek  on  the  Town  Line  between  that  township  and  Malahide  had 
fallen  down.  The  Public  Improvements  Committee  met  and  after  consider, 
ing  the  matter  instructed  me  to  prepare  plans  and  let  the  work  for  a  new 
structure  which  has  been  done. 

As  you  are  aware  the  Legislature  passed  an  act  in    1886    which    would    in- 
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crease  the  number  of  bridges  to  be  assumed  by  this  county.  This  act  came 
into  force  on  March  25,  1887,  and  it,  was  understood  at  your  last  meeting  tha1 
if  the  act  was  not  repealed  I  was  to  attend  to  all  bridges  included  in  it. 

The  Fulton  bridge  over  Kettle  Creek  in  the  Township  of  Southwold  was 
one  of  those  I  -ridges  and  after  being  notified  that  this  bridge  was  damaged 
by  the  freshet  I  had  the  plans  prepared  and  the  contract  let  for  its  repair 
on  the  understanding  that  if  the  act  was  repealed  that  the  county  was  not  to 
be  held  liable.  The  clause  in  the  act  making  this  a  county  bridge  was  repealed 
when  the  contract  was  almost  completed  and  I  await  your  instructions  what 
action  I  am  to  take  in  the  matter. 

A  joint  meeting  of  the  Public  Improvements  Committee  of  your  county 
and  Middlesex  met  to  examine  the  Graham  road  and  Wardsville  bridges  on 
the  3rd  inst.,  I  herewith  submit  a  copy  of  the  minutes  of  that  meeting, 

I  would  recommend  that  the  Port  Bruce  bridge,  the  Shelborne  bridge  in 
Port  Stanley,  the  Talbot  Creek  bridge  on  the  Town  Line  between  Dunwic1' 
and  Southwold  be  painted  with  two  coats  of  linseed  oil  and  oxide  of  iron.

To  the  Warden  and  Council  of  the  County  of  Elgin, 

Gentlemen, 

I  beg  to  submit  the  following  report: 

1  Since  your  last  session  the  Port  Bruce,  Shelborne- and  Talbot  Creek 
bridges  have  been  painted  as  ordered  by  you. 

2  The  county  bridges  are  now  nearly  all  in  a  good  state  of  repair  for  tin 
winter. 

3  In  the  early  part  of  September  I  met  the  Warden  and  Engineer  of  Kent 
and  the  Commissioner  of  Middlesex  at  the  Bothwell  biidge 
and  after  thoroughly  examining  it,  we  concluded  that  new  top  chords  and 
main  braces  were  necessary  for  the  south  span,  that  nearly  all  the  flooring 
would  have  to  be  taken  up  in  order  to  put  in  new  joists,  and  that  a  largt. 
portion  of  the  plank  would  have  to  be  replaced.  This  work  is  now  nearly 
Completed  and  will  make  this  bridge  last  3  or  four  years  longer. 

4  On  the    28th    June  the  joint  public    improvements    committee    of    your 
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county  and  Middlesex  met  in  London  to  open  tenders  for  the  rebuilding  of  the 
Graham  Road  bridge  according  to  plans  prepared  by  me.  The  committee  after 
considering  the  tenders  thought  that  they  were  too  high,  and  concluded  to 
advertise  again,  and  met  according  to  adjournment  in  London  on  the  25th  of 
July  when  they  awarded  the  stonework  and  concrete  to  E.  &  C.  Farquhar, 
of  Toronto,  at  $14.50  per  cubic  yard  for  stone  and  .$5.00  per  cubic  yard  for 
concrete. 

The  wooden  approaches  were  awarded  to  Jephtha  Foreman  for  $979. 00  and 
the  iron  superstructure  to  the  Hamilton  Bridge  Company  at  $29.85 
per  foot.     The  bridge  is  to  he  completed  by  June  1st,  1888. 

The  contractors  for  the  stonework  have  all  the  concrete  completed,  the 
south  pier  is  15  feet  high  aud  the  north  pier  8£  feet  high.  Some  difficulty 
was  experienced  in  getting  down  the  excavation  for  the  pier  pits  which  are 
surfk  six  feet  below  the  bottom  of  the  river,  but  the  work  is  now  progressing 
very  ^favorably.  The  contractor  is  furnishing  stone  from  the  Queen  Stone 
Quarry  which  is  a  very  superior  bridge  stone. 

Considerable  repairs  are  necessary  in  order  to  keep  the  old  bridge  in  a  prop- 
er state  for  travel  on  account  of  the  heavy  traffic  caused  by  the  contractor, 
delivering  material. 

5  Considerable  repairs  will  have  to  be  made  to  the  Kains  bridge  between 
the  city  and  county  as  soon  as  ice  is  formed  on  the  creek.  The  caps  on  the 
pier  and  abutments  will  have  to  be  repaired  and  new  washers  placed  on  the 
panel  rods.

The  House  of  Industry  Committee  beg  leave  to  report : 

1.  That  your  committee  has  met  three  times  since  last  session. 

2.  That  tenders  were  received  for  a  cottage  root  house  and  addition  to  the 
barn.  Your  Committee  decided  not  to  go  on  with  the  erection  of  a  b^rn  or 
root  house,  as  to  build  these  separate  would  cost   more  than   a  stone  founda- 

.  tion  under  the  barn,  which,  in  their  opinion,  is  the  best  and  cheapest  way  to 
provide  the  necessary  additional  accommodation.  We  would  recommend  that 
the  matter  be  discussed  at  the  January  session,  with  a  view  to  having  the 
stone  foundation  put  under  the  barn  during  the  spring  of  1888.  An  additional 
cottage  has  been  erected  in  yard  enclosed  with  a  high  fence,  at  a  cost  of  $372. 

3.  Your  Committee  have  had  the  outside  woodwork  on  the  House  of  Indus* 
try  painted  since  your  last  meeting;  this  improves  the  appearance  of  the  Insti- 
tution and  was  necessary  to  preserve  the  woodwork. 

4.  Since  last  meeting  we  have  procured  three   ladders   to  be  used  as   fire 
escapes,  and  a  hose  attachment  for  the  force  pump.     This    was  considered  ne- 
cessary, as  formerly  there  were  no  fire  escapes  or  means  of  conveying  water  to  I 
different  parts  of  the  building  in  case  of  fire. 

5.  An  inmate  named  John  Wilkie  has  been  sent  to  the  Blind  Institution  at 
Brantford.  The  expense  to  the  county  while  he  remains  there  will  be  about1 
one-fifth  of  the  cost  of  his  maintenance  with  Housj  of  industry,  and  he  will 
receive  a  course  of  instruction  that  will  after  a  time  enable  him  to  support 
himself. 

6.  We  would  recommend  that  the  report  of  the  Surgeon  and  Inspector*  re- 
ferred to  us  be  adopted  and  printed  in  the  minutes. 

7.  We  would  recommend  that  application  be  made  to  admit  Duncan  Connell 
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to  the  London  Asylum,  as  provided  in  4o,  Vic.  chap.  32,  and  if   not  successful 
that  he  be  returned  to  the  House  of  Industry  until  the  January  session. 

8.   We  have  much  pleasure  in  testifying  to  the  efficiency  of  the  management 
of  the  House  of  Industry  during  the  past  year.

Gentlemen, 

In  presenting  this,  my  12th  annual  report  of  the  Elgin  House  of  Indus- 
try, I  have  to  state  that  I  have  during  the  past  ye*r  paid  sixty  official  visits  to 
this  institution,  put  up  358  prescriptions,  extracted  19  teeth  and  performea 
several  minor  surgical  operations. 

There  have  been  but  few  cases  of  acute  disease,  one  of  pneumonia,  a  uum. 
ber  of  chicken  pox,  and  three  cases  of  erysipelas^.  We  have  had  no  measles, 
whooping  cough,  quinsy,  diphtheria,  cholera  infantum,  scarlet  or  other  fevers.

Ninety -nine  deaths  have  taken  place  since  the  opening  of  the  Institution,. 
We  have  at  present  69  inmates,  11  of  which  are  idiots  and  invalids,  4  blind  and 
2  insane.  No  births  have  occurred  during  the  year.  The  moral,  disciplinary 
and  hygienic  care  of  the  inmates  has  been  highly  satisfactory.
